Korean  Trade  Mission  November  27  -  December  3,  1983,  Southern  U.S.  Trade 
Association  (SUSTA),  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Departments  of  Agriculture 
of  the  15  southern  states  and  Puerto  Rico,  will  carry  out  a  trade  mission  in 
this  valuable  market  to  take  advantage  of  the  excellent  sales  opportunities 
that  exist.  The  sales  mission  will  consist  of  a  maximum  of  seven  (7)  people: 
six  (6)  cattle  exporters  and  a  team  leader,  Donald  Joyner,  Livestock 
Specialist,  Virginia  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  teams  itinerary  will 
include  meetings  with  the  Government  of  Korea  cattle  importing  agencies, 
visits  to  cattle  farms,  and  a  reception,  which  will  be  attended  by  over  forty 
(40)  people  involved  in  Korea's  cattle  industry. 

In  calendar  year,  1982,  the  Government  of  Korea  (G.O.K.)  imported  nearly  10 
million  dollars  worth  of  U.S.  cattle.  According  to  Agricultural  Trade 
Officers,  Korea  has  maintained  this  strong  buying  trend  and  will  most 
probably  secure  50,000  head  of  cattle  in  calendar  year  1984.  Primarily 
interested  in  cooler  climate  breeds  of  cattle  such  as  Charolais  and 
Herefords,  however  tenders  have  been  issued  for  Brahman  and  Santa  Gertrudis 
animals.  As  far  as  the  dairy  breeds  are  concerned,  Korea  has  favored  the 
Hoi  stein  breed. 

Special  travel  arrangements  have  been  made  by  a  New  Orleans  travel  agency. 
Round  trip  airfare  and  6-day  hotel  accommodations  in  Seoul  will  cost  $1497.
